ure that dinnilr party, in those days 
when entertaining was the most lav¬ 
ish affair, in the grand old city of 
Quebec, and with the most beautiful 
woman in Canada as hostess. 

In the Dominion^Archives at Otta 
wa, on a long case in the public room 
is the bust of this woman, considered 
the most beautiful of her day. carved 
in parian marble by Marshal Wood, 
the famous English sculptor, vvh \ 
also carved the figure of Queen Vict¬ 
oria which stands in the library of 
the House of Commons at Ottawa. At 
pesent there Is no plate to tell who 
this bust represents, and a great deal 
of confusion has been caused. The fig 
ure is so beautiful that it is often, mis 
taken for Princess| Louise, and it (a 
aso so regal that it is claimed by 
many to be Queen Victria. This, ho at 
ever* will be remedied in the near fut 
ure, for a brass plate is being i rcp&r 
ed for it by the lady’s only son, Mr. 
Noulan Cauchon, who has lent til's 
piece^of art to the Archives. 

Mrs. Cauchon was Maria Louise 
Noulan, of Sillery parish, and by her 
marriage to Joseph Cauchon of Chat 
eal Richer, connected tw) very o’d 
and famous families. F^r same yearj 
she lived in Quebec city where she 
had a beautiful home. Later they mov 
ed to Ottawa were Mr. Cauchon occuf> 
led several important governmental 
positions, among them being th? 
Speaker of the Senate, the first after 
confededation. In Ottawa Mrs. Cauch 
on became noted for her grace as host 
ess, and her beautiful home on Laur- 
ier Avenue, whih she named Stadad- 
ona Hall aft t* the old name of Queb¬ 
ec City, is sti’l one of the most beau¬ 
tiful homes in the Capital City. 

Mr*. Cauchon died at. *tb.? a’ge of 
t’.nry six alter she hnd lived for s" - 
*ral years in Manitoba where b * husb 
and was the Lieutenant Govern r. 
Her death occu ed in 1877, while "V' 
was still in the prime of youth, hut 
her name will go down in history at 
one of Canada’s most famous’ ho~t-

MATERNAL MORTALITY 


aa. ci Ann* 


The death of a mother is the grea- 
cst tragedy that can occur Thu lo;.» 
of t'ae mother brings in its train co 
many social ilia, that it is beyond o: r 
ability to put its far-reaching resulta 
into words. 

Unfortunately, oich tragedies a e 
not uncommon. In this country, si: 
mothers loso their lives for cvc: j 
thousand chi’dren born alive The ap 
palling tiling about these deaths is 
that many of them need not occur as 
.1 i. r : possible to prevent them. 

'*o the woman herself and to her 
family, it may appear aa if she had 
Ken struck down by a bolt from the 
blue. What has actul y happened ii 
that a condition develops, but goes un 
noticed until serious symptoms nianif 
cst trcmselves. 

Wh n the expectant mother is un 
tier the regular supervision of her 
doctor, he can detect any abnormal 
condition from the start, and he can 
by proper treatment, prevent the dev 
clopment of any serious condition. 

Tills is one reason- and it shou'd 
bo a sufficient one- why every expect 
ant mother should have prenatal care 
Dy prenatal care, we mean that, thru 
out h 3 r pregnancy, from the earliest 
months, slic should sec her doctor at 
regular Intervals, once a month, at 
first, and twice a month diming the 
latter part of pregnancy. 

Trcnatal care is preventive care. It 
rliv\Y-L as wa have nofated out. for 


the early discovery and proper treat-,, 
ment for abnormal conditions. It also 
makes for a more comfortable pregna 
! ncy if the woman follows the advice 
1 which the doctor gives her. % , 

Women are often told that the 
process of childbirth is a normal fun- 
* ction, and that they should not con- 
siler themselves as being anything 
but ncrmal during that period. Thia 
is all true, but it doe3 not follow 
that in the performance of a normal 
body function, medical help and guid 
ance arc not needed. , 

Eating is a normal process which 
we carry through several times a day 
and yet we know that most people 
need to be helped by foilwing some 
intelligent direction as to the select ¬ 
ion of their foods. Digestion Is a 
normal function of the body which u* 
ually goes on without our being aw¬ 
are that it is taking place, yet, once 
in a while, the digestive process gets 
out of order, and then wc need med¬ 
ical help. 

We would say to expectant mothers 
that it is quite right for them to con 
sider their condition as being normal, 
but that they should not forget that 
what they waat to do is to keep noF 
mal. Tlio best way to maintain tH4 
normal condition and to prevent any 
serious abnormality * is through the 
prenatal care which the fami'y doctor 
gives.

of the packer, at the close of the feed j 
in ; period. Such being the case, rati¬ 
ons should be compounded which will 1 
provide an excess of nutriments for 
.attcnlng rather than for growing. 
Judges at both state and interstate 
fairs have stated that the overdone 1 
calves arc very few and far between. 

,‘Don’t get the mistaken Idea that 
the calf has to be “grown out" befo.e 
he’s fattened. Calves has a tendency 
to grow out too much oven while be¬ 
ing fed a fattening ration.” says one 
authority. 

“ Many raisers have adopted a con¬ 
sistent feeding system which has been 
proved to be very successful in Mon¬ 
tana. If the calves have been running 
on pasture it has been found that it 
is not a good practice to put them in 
a stall when one begins feeding. It is 
much better to let him have some 
range and not run the risk of ‘setting 
his hair as the old feeders put it. Af 
ter a month of this sort of managem 
ent the calf can be put in a lot and 
later in stall with range in a small 
lot. 

“The following feeding rules have 
been adopted as the best method. The 
irst rule is of prime importance, al¬ 
though all of them are very important 
ind are followed by successful leeders 

1. Have regular feeding hours and 
]< n't vary them. 

2. Feed no more than your calves 
Alii clean up. 

3. Inc:ease your teed gradually. 

4. Make a change ot feed slowly. 

5. Allow a vaiiety of feeds. Feed a 
•oncentrate. 

6. Keep your feed trough clean Give 
eft-over feed to other stock. 

7. Give the calves plenty of salt. 

8 Allow your calves all the water 

hey will drink. 

9. When feeding three times a day 
kip Sunday noons. 

10. Pasture never fattened or help- 
d to fatten a baby beef calf. 

"Among the leading concentrates 
tuccessful feeders this year are advis¬ 
'd to feed a wheat bran ration which 
uns from 12 to 13 per cent protein, 
vnd while exceptionally low in price it 
s a mighty good feed to add to the 
Uion. It is high in protein, rather 
•ulky; and being of a laxative nature 
eeps the animal’s system cooled out, 
d the coat in good shape. It is wide 
y used by showmen and is deserving 
>f more popularity than it at prerent 
njoys from calf club members.’- 
Market Examiner.

TKST MANUFACTURING IN CAN 
U).\ 323 YEARS AGO WAS FLOUR 
MILLING 

Ottawa, Dec 3; (Special to the Rec 
•rderi Manufacturing in Canada on 
nvthing like a large sca’e did not re 
lly begin until about the time of the 
rrandfathers of the present period 
lthough for some generations prtv 
ously there had been wayside black- 
mi ths and woodturners, tailors, cu p 
r -ters and gun smiths. 

The type of manufacturers first tc. 
ppear in the new country always dep 
nd upon the raw materials at hand 
or manufacturing at first is engaged 
a only to supply articles commonly 
eeded and too bulky to be easily iir 
»orted. Later manufacturing is engeg 
•d in for another and by this time 
n ♦ e important reason, the growth 
•f population, by natural increase and 
mmigration. which makes it necess 
•.ry to provide avenues of employm 
‘nt. These principles have been borne 
)ut in Canada's manufacturing hist 

vy- 

In 1G05 the first manufacturing by 
Europeans in Canada took place and 
he circumstance was prophetic of the 
ater development of the country. At 
’ort Royal N. S. in that year a crop 
threshed by the primitive method of 
the time, was ground into flour. Thus 
325 yerl s ago the interdependence of 
the farmer and the manufacturer was 
demonstrated. 

The early settlers were concerned 
jVimarily with the necessity of pro 
viding themselves with food, fuel 
shelter, clothing and protection from 
the savage inhabitants of the country 
They could grow food on their own 
land as they cleared away the forest 
timbers which they used to supp'y 
sheltiU and fuel. 

When Canada was new France only 
one expedition a year arrived from 
Old France and to eke out the sup¬ 
plies of clothing the settlers mad* 
clothing from furs and buckskin 
Had it not been fer the resourceful¬ 
ness of the colonists in the year 1705 
there would have been a tragedy. In 
that year the English captured tbo 
yearly convoy and no supplies arm 
2 d so the settlers w.re forced to re¬ 
plenish their wardrobes themselves 
As a result of this drastic object les¬ 
son sheep were imported and the pro¬ 
duction of homespun woollens ha.I 
its stit’t. Each year brought more 
immigrants who settled as close to 
each other as posible and commun
